Public meeting was discussed to approach 
the dog park idea as a community program and not specifically one area. Mr. Jalbert will contact Alice Norman to 
schedule the public meeting upstairs in the conference room. 

4. Recreation and Rink Update - Jon Jalbert 

a. Bernice Jones appreciation bench- Sat., May 21®*, rain date 5/28 Carabello will write up the plaque. 

b. Rink User Mtg-went well, ice conditions continue to be a complaint from users and Mr. Jalbert explained the staff are doing 
their best to work on improving the conditions. Many users commended on the cleanliness of the rink. There have been no double 
bookings this year, which is due to the hard work of Mr. Brothers. 

c. Field User Meeting went well. Mr. Jalbert discussed with user groups the lack of space expected this Spring. Another 
meeting is scheduled in March to review final permits. Mr. Jalbert also met with Arlington United Soccer Club to discuss lack of 
payment over 5 seasons. Mr. Jalbert offered to charge the group for the past 3 seasons and to go on a payment plan. If no 
payment is made, then no permit will be given to this group. Mr. Jalbert will keep the commission informed of any progress. 

d. Winter Carnival is close in getting full sponsorship from the Arlington Children’s Fund. This will allow the program to 
continue providing a fun day during February vacation week. Mr. Jalbert asked the commission for any assistance at that event.
